The Brisbane Roar extended their 
undefeated streak to 35 matches af- 
ter a pulsating 2-1 victory over a gal- 
lant Newcastle Jets in front of 13,174 
fans at Ausgrid Stadium. 

In a match that will go down in the re- 
cord books as equalling the longest un- 
defeated streak by any team across any 
code in Australia, the Roar were made 
to work hard for their victory. 

Gary Van Egmond said before the block- 
buster clash that he would not ‘park the 
bus’ and that his side would attack the 
A-League pacesetters. The Newcastle 
coach was true to his word. 

The home side played with verve and 
desire, continually pressing their op- 
ponents into error. Unfortunately for 
the Jets, it was a defensive lapse that 
proved costly. 

With the game tied at 1-1, Brisbane 
took a quick corner in the 83rd minute. 
A combination of Besart Berisha and 
Massimo Murdocca led to the ball be- 
ing drilled in low to substitute James 
Meyer. His first time strike was a peach 
as he drilled it past substitute Newcastle 
keeper Jack Duncan and into the roof 
of the net. 

It was a tough blow for the home side 
who had earlier dominated much of the 
match. In truth a superb performance 
from Brisbane keeper Michael Theokli- 
tos kept his side in the game. 

The keeper first saved his side in the 
20th minute. Newcastle's relentless 
pressure led to a turnover and the ball 
fell into the path of the impressive Labi- 
not Haliti. He clipped a stunning chipped 
pass into the path of striker Ryan Grif- 
fiths who was through one-on-one with 
Theoklitos. The keeper spread himself 
superbly to block the goal bound effort 
and the ball was cleared by the Roar 
defence. 

The home side continued to press their

opponent and forced them into further 
error which led to a chance in the 24th 
minute. The tireless Ruben Zadkovich 
beat numerous defenders on a spirited 
run. He gave a neat short pass to his 
teammate Haliti who swerved past Mo- 
hamed Adnan and shot low and hard at 
the right post of Theoklitos. The keeper 
was down quickly and even managed to 
cling onto the strike. 

Theoklitos was at it again in the 31st 
minute. Kasey Wehrman whipped in a 
corner from the left that was met strong- 
ly at the back post by his captain Jobe 
Wheelhouse. He powered a header 
across the face of goal that Theoklitos 
somehow clawed away to safety. 
Newcastle created another opportunity 
in the 42nd minute from another corner. 
The ball was bent in again by Wehrman. 
For the only time in the match Theokli- 
tos was beaten to the ball by powerful 
Jets defender Nikolai Topor-Stanley. 
The pressure from the Roar keeper was 
enough to prevent Topor-Stanley from 
being able to direct his header and it 
flew over the crossbar from 8 yards. 
Just as the home side were beginning 
to think they would never open the scor- 
ing the goal finally came in the 45th min- 
ute. Zadkovich was the architect as he 
picked the ball up about 35 metres from 
goal. He used the inside of his right foot 
and picked out Griffiths brilliantly with a 
wonder ball. The striker remained com- 
posed and clipped his strike over the 
advancing Theoklitos from 12 yards to 
give the home side a deserved half time 
advantage. 

Newcastle should have extended their 
lead a minute after the interval. Griffiths 
played a slide rule pass out wide to over- 
lapping fullback Byun Sung-Hwan. His 
cross was uncharacteristically missed 
by Roar defender Shane Steffanuto and 
fell perfectly for Jeremy Brockie. The 
striker smashed his shot from 12 yards 
straight at Theoklitos. If he had his time 
over, the striker may well have elected 


to place his effort as he had the whole 
goal to aim for. 

Moments later, disaster struck for the 
home side. A ball was played in behind 
the Newcastle defence and both Tarek 
Elrich and Ben Kennedy were desper- 
ate to clear the ball. It led to a collision 
between the pair and the keeper had 
to be stretchered off with a suspected 
broken nose. 

Jack Duncan replaced Kennedy and 
unfortunately for the young man his 
first task was to pick the ball out of his 
net. Massimo Murdocca was released 
down the left side of the Jets defence 
and picked out a beautiful square pass 
across the box for the unmarked Hen- 
tique to slide home for the equaliser in 
the 57th minute. 

Newcastle captain Wheelhouse fi 
summed up the feeling among the home 
fans after the game as most observers 
felt that the home side deserved at least 
a draw from the match. Wheelhouse

“We stuck it to them,” he said. When 

prompted further he replied “It's hard to 

do for 90 minutes against these guys.”

Bruce Djite’s first goal of the season 
was not enough for Adelaide United 
FC to see of a fast finishing Wellington 
Phoenix, the match at Eden Park in 
Auckland ending in a 1-1 draw. 

When Djite gave the Reds the lead on 
the stroke of half time, the signs were 
promising that they could register their 
second win on New Zealand soil and 
back to back victories for the first time 
this season. 

However, looking to reward a 20,078 
strong crowd that had packed in for the 
first Hyundai A-League match at the Eden 
Park, the Phoenix grabbed an 83rd min- 
ute equaliser when Reds defender Nigel 
Boogaard, who had been resolute to that 
point, unluckily glanced a header from a 
Paul Ifill cross into his own net. 

The final whistle may not have seen the 
Reds take home all three points but Reds 
Coach Rini Coolen will know the positiv- 
ity, effort and commitment from his side 
saw them take another step in the right 
direction. 

Djite was a pillar of strength playing as 
a sole target man in the absence of the 
injured Sergio van Dijk, while the Reds’ 
midfield held their own against a Phoenix 
side keen to register their first win since 
mid October. 

United’s cause was not helped by Cas- 
sio’s early exit after 38 minutes after the 
Brazilian was forced from the field due to 
the bruised foot that he suffered against 
Gold Coast United which threatened to 
keep him from making the trip to Auck- 
land. 

On a perfect day for football United had 
the first chance of the game when Cam- 
eron Watson picked out an unmarked 
Djite in the box but the striker could not 
force his header on target after just seven 
minutes. 

There was little for either goalkeeper to 
do in a first half that saw the Reds with 
more than their fair share of possession

and managing to suffocate the Phoenix 
from breaking into any sort of rhythm.

The Reds were struggling to force 
Phoenix keeper Tony Warner into any 
serious action, lain Ramsay with a great 
opportunity to catch Wellington off guard 
in the 40th minute but he blasted his ef- 
fort well over the bar. 

Chris Greenacre then followed Ram- 
say's example as he flew a close range 


attempt over the top before the Reds 
struck a lethal blow just before half time. 

Dario Vidosic curled a sublime flick into 
the path of Djite, who positioned himself 
superbly to get inside of his marker, 
Phoenix captain Andrew Durante to get a 
vital first touch in front of an encroaching 
Warner, the two colliding as the ball rolled 
into the back of the net. 

Leading at the break, the Reds could 
sense three points there for the taking 
and they remained compact after the 
break as Wellington chased an equal- 
iser. 

Holding sway, a great chance opened 


up for United to sting on the counter at- 
tack when Vidosic had Djite in support, 
but the former's intended pass was too 
heavily weighted for Djite to try and put 
away his second. 

Wellington Coach Ricki Herbert went to 
his bench for inspiration, bringing on Paul 
Ifill with half an hour to go, and just as 
the Reds seemed to maintain their com- 
posure, the Phoenix substitute instigated 
the equaliser as his dangerous cross 
coupled by the deliberate run of Ben Sig- 
mund put Boogaard under pressure and 
the Reds defender could only watch as 
his attempted clearing header flew past 


Galekovic. 

Suddenly it was the home side sniffing 
at all three points, however the Reds helc 
on, captain Jon McKain typifying United's 
resolve as he suffered a gash above his 
right eye in a nasty head clash with Du- 
rante in the dying stages to ensure Unitec 
took home a point. 

Notably, Ricardo Da Silva was given his 
first taste of the Hyundai A-League wher 
he was introduced for Vidosic in injury 
time, the result meaning the Reds are un. 
defeated now in their past three games. 
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Adelaide United FC striker Sergio 
van Dijk has as good as conceded 
that he will miss Friday night’s 
match against the Newcastle Jets 
due to a calf injury but is already 
setting himself for a return against 
the Central Coast Mariners the fol- 
lowing week. 
After suffering a calf tear in the first half 
against Gold Coast United on Novem- 
ber 11, van Dijk was staring at being 
out of action for up to three weeks. 
Speaking about the progress of his 
rehabilitation today, last season's 
Hyundai A-League Golden Boot win- 
ner indicated he is likely to only miss 
two games and is focusing on being 
back for the visit of the Central Coast 
Mariners to Hindmarsh Stadium on 
December 2. 
“It's going well, it's progressed a lot but 
| don’t think it's going to be ready for 
this Friday's game,” van Dijk said. 
“| wish | could train today and try some 


things out but | think it's a ile bit too 
early. In saying that, it's going really 
well and | just want to be fully fit for 
next week.” 

Knowing the sensitivity and risk of 
coming back too early, particularly from 
a calf injury, van Dijk is not rushing his 
comeback and over exerting himself to 
try and be a chance of facing the Jets. 
Rather, he wants to ensure he is a cer- 
tainty to be available for selection to 
tackle the Mariners. 

“This game (against Newcastle) just 
comes a couple of days too soon and 
there’s also a risk, | don’t want to make 
it worse and be out for a longer period, 
so | think the coach, myself and the 
medical staff have decided to be cau- 
tious and focus on the next game,” the 
scorer of 43 goals from 86 Hyundai A- 
League appearances said. 

Prior to van Dijk’s injury, Reds fans 
were just beginning to see the growing 
on field chemistry between he, fellow 


striker Bruce Djite and Reds’ numbe 

10 Dario Vidosic. Van Dijk admits his 
setback has been disappointing as i 
has temporarily halted the understand 
ing the trio were starting to build, but he 
remains positive in the fact that he is 
only missing two games. 

That's the downside of having an in 
jury but at the moment I’m happy tha 
it doesn’t take too long and that’s why 
I'm actually more positive about it,” Var 
Dijk said. 

“Of course I'd rather be on the pitct 
but | could have been out for longe 
and this is only two weeks and | see i 
in perspective that | have team mate:

While van Dijk may be a week awa\ 
from returning, Milan Susak and Ev 
geniy Levchenko have been traininc 
with the main squad and appear likel 
to be available for selection to take or 
the Jets.

GOALS in either half from Matt Thomp- 
son and Jonatan Germano were enough 
for Melbourne Heart to claim all three 
points in a 2-1 win over Gold Coast 
United at Skilled Park, despite a spirited 
performance from Miron Bleiberg’s men.

equaliser before the break. 

Melbourne were always dangerous on 
the break but in the dying moments of the 
first 45 minutes Gold Coast's luck was out 
again, this time leaving Mitch Bevan frus- 
trated as his far post cross cannoned back 
off the upright leaving Heart’s lead intact 
going into the break.

The away side maintained their lead 
until the break, and indeed looked the 
better side in the minutes immediate- 
ly after it.

John Gardiner was born in Dundee 
in 1947 and came to Australia in 1968 
after playing with Peterborough and 
East Fife. He joined George Cross 
signing a contract that in those days 
was a yellow form which bound the 
player to the club for life. It was to 
be the source of much controversy 
nearly a decade later. Gardiner was 
one of a number of uncompromis- 
ing but skillful Scottish and Eng- 
lish midfielders and defenders who 
flourished in the game in this coun- 
try. Always learning and teaching he 
was an on-field coach long before he 
gave up playing to coach full-time. 
In 1971, Gardiner won the inaugural 
Rothmans Gold Medal, which suc- 
ceeded the Argus Medal as the premier 
individual honour for a Victorian player. 
The following year he won it again and 
also took out the Bill Fleming Medal 
which continued as the media award. 
In 1974 he helped George Cross to win 
the Ampol Cup and to reach the Dock- 
erty Cup final in 1972, where they went 
down to Juventus as the Italian power- 
house completed a hat-trick of victo- 
ries. Gardiner represented Victoria in 
the 1970 and 1980s but never received 
the cap he deserved for Australia. By 
1976 however, Gardiner and George

FIFA president Sepp Blatter believes 
the matter surrounding his com- 
ments about on-field racism in foot- 
ball is ‘closed’.

There is no tolerance (of) racism. | 
have been interpreted as such and | 
have made my apologies. | cannot say 
anything more.”

This matter for me is over. We go for- 
ward. There is zero tolerance (for) rac- 
ism, zero tolerance (for) discrimination 
in all activities in the field of play and 
outside the field.” 

“(| was) very much hurt by these com- 
ments because it touched me in my 
conscience and my determination to go 
against racism.” 

It was the most recent of a long list of 


controversies surrounding Blatter, after 
allegations of bribery and corruption 
surrounding the presidential election, 
which saw him voted in unopposed. 
He also said he regretted awarding 
two World Cups at once after Russie 
and Qatar were given hosting rights 
for the 2018 and 2022 tournaments 
respectively. 

“Look at it this way. Anyone who works 
lot makes mistakes from time to time,” 
Blatter said. 

“One thing | would never do again is 
allow the executive committee to aware 
two World Cups at once.” 

“It led to a conflict of interests because 
everyone was able to vote, even if their 
own country was involved in the bid- 
ng.
